A three-day campaign for the 
American 
Red Cross opened

question. He has a stirring and 
convincing answer. 
Henderson is sold on the Red 
Cross because, he says, “ if it were 
not for the Red Cross, I would not 
be here today.” 
The local man, a captain in the 
Army Reserves, was a prisoner of 
w ar during World War II. Captured 
by Hitler’s horde, he and scores of 
other Americans were herded for 
months through far eastern Europe 
as the G erm ans retreated before 
the crushing advance of the Rus­ 
sians.

WASHINGTON V — Screened 
from the world by a tight cor- 
J 
don of Navy ships and an um ­ 
brella of warplanes, the U. S. 
Atomic Energy Commission has 
started its newest series of a t­ 
omic explosives tests ir the mid- 
Pacific. 
Before these tests are through, 
American scientists may touch 
off a hvdrogen 
blast, 
perhaps 
bigger than the one that ripped 
a mile-wide hole in the ocean bed 
18 months ago. 
Yesterday the AEC issued a 
scanty announcement that “ Joint 
T a sk 'Force Seven has detonated 
an atomic device at the AFC’s 
Pacific proving ground.” 
Nothing was said of the results, 
nor was any other information 
furnished beyond the fact 
that 
this was the “ first in a series of 
tests.” 
There has been mounting evi­ 
dence that possibly the biggest 
m anm ade blast of all time is in 
1 preparation, but it seems unlike­ 
ly that the big hydrogen blast 
has yet been detonated.

Half Staff 
Flag-Flying 
Rules Given 


WASHINGTON .^ P r e sid e n t Ei­ 
senhower issued formal 
instruc­ 
tions today on when and for how 
long the flag of the United States 
should be flown at half staff. 
The White House said the Presi­ 
dent's proclamation was designed 
to clear up confusion. A spokesman 
said there has been no set pro­ 
cedure in the past and that as a 
result there has been a 
hodge­ 
podge of conflicting regulations 
W hen Chief Justice Fred L. Vin 
son died last 
September. 
Eisen­ 
hower ordered the flag be flown 
at half staff for 30 days. In his 
proclamation today 
he 
stipulates 
that hereafter the flag will be flown 
at half staff for IO days when a 
chief justice dies. 
The proclamation provides for 
flying the flag at half staff: 
1. For 30 days from the day of 
death in the case of the president 
or a former president. 
2. For IO days in the case of the 


death of the vice president, the 
chief justice or a retired chief jus­ 
tice. or the speaker of the House of 
Repreesntatives. 
3. From the day of death until 
interment for an associate justice 
of the Supreme Court, a member 
of the Cabinet, a former vice presi­ 
dent, the secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force, a U. S. sena­ 
tor, a member of the House, e 
territorial delegate, the 
resident 
commissioner from the common­ 
wealth of Puerto Rico, or the gov­ 
ernor of a state or territory. 
In the event of the death of other 
officials, former officials or foreign 
dignitaries, the flag would be dis­ 
played at half staff in accordance 
with such orders or instructions as 
may he issued by or at the direc­ 
tion oi the president, or “ in ac­ 
cordance with recognized customs 
or practices not inconsistent with 
law’.”

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FRENCH VS. DUTCH 
FROM WHERE THE French sit in the 
boulevard cafes the tough decisions relat­ 
ing to Euroean defense and German re­ 
armament may now be deferred for a 
couple of months until the Geneva talks. 
They arrive at this conclusion by per­ 


su a d in g themselves that a significant rela­ 
tio n sh ip exists between Indo-China and 
EDC, hence they ought not to disturb the 
chances of an Asiatic settlement. 
While the French thus seek to lose them­ 
selves in time, it is doubtful if their west­ 
ern friends will let them get by with it 
with impunity. West Germany, realistical­ 
ly reacting to the Soviet’s clearly affirm­ 
ed anti-unification policy, isn't going to 
stand idly by; it can now be expected to 
press in earnest for NATO recognition out­ 
side of a European army. This German 
pressure on France to r a t i f y will be 
oblique. 
There is another continental country 
that doesn’t mind taking the French on di­ 
rectly. This is the Netherlands, vigorous 
exponent of European unity to the point 
of promoting an United States of Europe. 
The Dutch have shown decreasing pa­ 
tience with French dilatoriness, and are 
outspoken in saying so. 
While the United States and Britain are 
preoccupied justifying and preparing f o r 
the Asiatic conference, their place m a y 
well be taken by the Dutch and West Ger- j 
mans, reminding the French they’re living 
on borrowed time. 


LETUP UNJUSTIFIED 
COMMUNISTS 
continue 
to give the 
world a liberal education in the integration 
of military and political objectives. T h e 
rebel army's fierce assault on the Laotian 
capital of Luang Prabang in Indochina is 
similar to former lessons. 
Launched simultaneously with the start 
of the Big Four talks in Berlin, the attack 
has suddenly melted away now t h a t 
there s been agreement to discuss an Indo­ 
chinese settlement at Geneva. 
But the free nations know that the guid­ 
ing hand of Red China—or is it S o v i e t 
Russia—can pull the strings on a new at­ 
tack just as abruptly. Thus, while the Viet- 
minh are satisfied to lift the siege, the 
French should not similarly indulge their 
lethargy. They should plunge vigorously 
ahead with plans to improve Indpchinese 
defenses. 
Nothing good can come out of the Swiss 
talks on Indochina except a possible stale­ 
mate. Concessions would ultimately entail 
the loss of this all-crucial gateway to 
Southeastern Asia. If the French are wise, 
they Will regard any letup in Red military 
pressure as a windfall and will make the 
most of it. 


A new device has been added to inter­ 
national diplomacy, namely, world govern­ 
ment by a chain of conferences outside the 
United Nations. To date, not a single deci­ 
sive international question has been decid­ 
ed by the United Nations, unless one as- j 
sumes that such a matter as the establish­ 
ment of Israel is decisive. 
The Geneva Conference is one of these 
outside arrangements called to solve both 
the Korean and Indochinese.affairs a n d ) 
undoubtedly to determine the relations be­ 
tween Red China and the United States. 
The reported agreement between t h e 
United States affd Soviet Russia that the 
subject of a seat for Red China will not be 
discussed at Geneva is meaningless. The 
^Russians were not to bring the subject up 
at Berlin but they did. 
As a matter of fact, a propaganda is 
now going the rounds in this country to soft­ 
en up the American people to recognize 
Red China de facto and to agree to a seat 
for Red China in the United Nations. The 
same big names are being used as have 
for years been used to convince Americans j 
to do the wrong things which have proved j 
so costly not only in prestige and wealth 
but in the lives of our sons. 
The argument runs: 
1. Some say: let us be practical and 1 
realistic. Red China is there. So we have to ; 
deal with them. 
(The United States did not recognize So-1 
viet Russia from 1917 to 1933. Both coun- i 
tries survived.) 
2. Some say: I hate Red China for her 
barbarous treatment of our troops, but we 
cannot settle anything in Asia without Red 
China. So let us recognize Red China. 
(It has been experience in every confer-1 
ence since Teheran in 1943 that when a con- j 
cession is made to the Soviet Universal 
State, a new situation develops which re­ 
quires further concessions. C o u l d Mr. 
Dulles or anyone else guarantee that if 
the Korean and Indo-ehinese issues were | 
resolved, that a Burmese, an Indonesian, j 
or an Indian situation would not immedi­ 
ately be developed?) 
3. Some say: if we recognize Red China 
and give her a seat in the United Nations, 
a split will develop between Red C h i n a 
and Soviet Russia and the United States 
can wean Red China away from S o v i e t 
Russia. 
(The Chinese Communist Movement was 
organized in 1920 at the Baku Congress of 
Nations of the Orient. Most of its leaders 
are R ussian-trained and are firm adher­ 
ents to the Marxist Church. They have been 
loyal to the Kremlin, taking strict orders 
from it since 1923 when Michael Borodin 
was sent to China to reorganize the revo­ 
lution on a Marxist basis. There is not a 
scintilla of evidence that any change in at- 
j titude has taken place. In fact, the writ­ 
ings and speeches of Mao Tze-tung and 
Chou En-lai confirm the loyalty of Red Chi­ 
na to the Kremlin. Those who believe a 
schism possible do not understand the na­ 
ture of the Soviet Universal State in its cur­ 
rent manifestations.)

A Sprained Ankle Should Be 
Given Professional Attention

“ONLY a sprained ankle” Is too 
common a phrase, and too often 
there Is a tendency to minimize 
the case, and look on it only as a 
tem porary condition. 
However, m any people who 
have suffered such a sprain re­ 
port a weakening of the ankle for 
many years following the injury, 
due to damage to the tissues. 
They complain th a t the ankle is 
weak, th a t it turns easily, and 
th a t they cannot put pressure on 
it while walking. Many times, 
there is a mistaken tendency to 
self-treat a sprained ankle with­ 
out even seeing a physician. 
Tissue Damaged 
When an ankle is sprained, the 
ligaments, tendons, and tissues 
supporting the ankle joint are 
stretched and torn. This causes 
bleeding and swelling of the tis­ 
sues and severe pain on walking. 
Many times, there is a momen­ 
tary dislocation of the ankle Joint 
as well. Even though sprain sug­ 
gests a minor Injury, it should 
not be ignored, because it can 
prove to be quite serious. 
X-Ray Important 
Of course, anyone having a 
sprain should have an X-ray 
taken to determine w hether there 
Is any more serious injury, such 
as a fracture, accompanying the 
sprain. 


The patient should be put to 
bed with the foot elevated on pil­ 
lows. To prevent excessive bleed­ 
ing and swelling of the tissue*, 
ice bags should be applied around 
the ankle. This will reduce th e 
swelling and pain as much aa 
possible within 24 to 48 hours. 
Procaine Injections 
In recent years, there has been 
more frequent use of procaine in­ 
jections into the sprained area to 
relieve pain aqd increase mobil­ 
ity. However, the best treatm ent 
is still rest for the foot until it 
heals. 
Contrary to popular belief, the 
application of a cast, to which a 
walking attachm ent has been 
added, will enable the person to 
get up and around while the in­ 
jury is healing. Usifally a m onth 
to six weeks in a cast will allow 
sufficient time for the sprain to 
heal. 
In case of a sprain, don’t delay 
in securing medical help. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. D. C.: If soap is used tie 
wash the teeth, will it be in­ 
jurious? 
Answer: No. Tooth pastes and 
powders contain soap. Washing 
the teeth with soap is not injuri­ 
ous. However, usually the tooth 
powders and pastes mask the 
taste of the soap by various m eth­ 
ods. Ordinary unflavored soap 
can prove unpleasing to taste.

John Butler, the son of a well-to- 
do family, according to the book, 
has been captured by Delaware 
Indians at the age of four, and 
adopted by Cuyloga, one of the 
leaders of the tribe, In the Dela­ 
ware language, he is called “ True 
Son” . 
After eleven years among t h e 
Delaware people, he knows o n ly , 
their way of life and the freedom 
and delights of the boundless for­ 
ests. He has 
come to hate the 
white way of life as only an Indian 
can. 
d 
True Son, as he was called, was 
well trained in Indian tactics. He 
was told m any times by Cuyloga, 
his father, that he had said words 
that had removed the white blood 
from his veins and had replaced it I 
with red m an's blood. 
Finally, as a result of the Bou- j 
quet Military expedition of 1765, 
relates Mrs ffays, the whites were 
encamped along the Tuscarawas, j 
and the Indians were forced to give 
up their white captives. True Son 
ii- sent hack to his white parents 
at Fort Pitt. 
His position in his real home, his 
deep love for and loyalty to his In­ 
dian parents and his cousin, Half 
Arrow, his reasoned rejections of 
the white man s civilization and his 
part in family conflicts that arise 
are all inevitable in the .situation. 
True Son could not fit into the 
high standard of living of his white 
parents. At the first opportunity, 
he ran away and made his 
way 
back lo his Indian family. 
There one night he dream ed of 
his white mother and father and 
young brother, Gordie. They seem ­ 
ed to be hunting him and calling 
“ Johnny, Johnny” , the name giv­ 
en him by his white parents. 
The next day he was forced to 
dress as a white and wade out into 
a stream , begging for help as a 
decoy to white emigrants. When 
the boat came near him and 
he 
saw a child resembling his brother, 
he recalled the dream and im m e­ 
diately revealed the trickery of the 
Indians. 
Mrs. Hays says that in this story 
the author has brought out the sen­ 
sitive 
Indian-white 
relationships 
which have their counterpart all 
over the world today, but princi­ 
pally the developing study 
of 
a 
boys’ mind. It is in an allegory of 
youth, of youth’s innate 
wildness 
and freedom, and its final and in­ 
escapable submission to the re­ 
strictions of society and the civiliz­ 
ed world. 
The author felt, Mrs. Hays re ­ 
lates, that as we study the Indian- 
white relationship, we might bet 
ter understand the adverse view of 
us taken by some African, Euro­ 
pean and Asian peoples of today.
